Having ſettled your plan;—itis then worth 
your while to take a walk round the town ;— 
which is ſmall! ;—eight ſtreets lead to the mar- 
ket place, which 1s ſpacious:—And where 
the parade is kept,—the barracks for ſoldiers 
are large, airy, and commodious;—ſeveral 
churches ; — but nothing remarkable within 
them.—In Rue de Soleil, there is an inſcription 
on a ſtone againſt a houſe, the words of 
which are, God ſave the King; ſuppoſed to 
have been written by the Engliſh, when the 
town was in their poſſeſſion. 

A very pleaſant walk on the ramparts, 


from one part of which a fine view of the

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The going with, or without your carriage, 
will make a great difference, —as there are 
different ways:—For example: — By Dun- 
kirk, and the canals, to Bruſſels; or by St. 

— If a male par- 
ty, I would adviſe the going without a car- 
riage; as there are many inconveniĩencies at- 
tending the having one. — In which caſe, you 
will either hire a carriage, and horſes, to go 
to Dunkirk only; or you will go in the Coach, 
which is very commodious, and goes dai- 
ly; — they dine at Graveling ; — which is but 
an indifferent town, — but well fortified; —a 
pretty ſpire to a tolerable built Church; — 
the ſea on your left, and hills to the right. — 
The country looks more chearful than on 
the road before, or aiter; — ſee Dunkirk a long 
time before you get there ; a large appearan- 
ce; the ſuburbs extenſive ; — in which there 
is a Privileged place for debtors, and crimi- 


nals. 
DUNKIRK. 


The town is large; and ſeveral ſpacious 
openings, particularly the market- place; — 
the barracks and magazines are a mile round.— 
The quays are broad and convenient; - and 
the ships of different nations (except the 


| Engliſh, who lay where they pleaſe) have 


their allotted ſtations in the harbour, which 


is a very good one; and, being a free port, 
generally very full; a good walk on the 


pier —to the ſea.— The baſons, and ſluices, 
cut a melancholly appearance, being in a

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manner deſtroyed, and the cunette filled up; 
there is an idea that the ſtones etc. are ſo 
marked, that they might calily be replaced; 
but that I doubt very much, unleſs the per- 
ſons who removed, were to replace them; — 
befides, I have been informed, that many 
of the materials have been ſold to the neigh- 
bourhood for various uſes. 


The Cathedral is a large pile of building. 
There are ſome tolerable pictures; particu- 
larly of St. George the Martyr, by Pourbus, 
after Rubens. 


From Dunkirk, you go by water to Furnes, 
Nes port, and Bruges. — Furnes is a very poor 
place; — Newport cuts a better aſpect at the 
end of the canal. — The country flat, and 
the canals narrow till you get to Plaſſen, where 
you enter the broad canal, which leads from 
Oſtend to Bruges. —It may be worth your 
while to take a peep at Oftend, which is not 
far from Plaſſen; and which, from the num- 
ber of faw-mills, churches, and being almoſt 
ſurrounded by the ſea, has a romantic ap-

BRUGES. 


The town of Bruges is large; — but no re- 
markable buildings; it being a place of great 
trade, and a key to the German traders for 
linen, woollen, laces, etc. — The town-houſe 
has a very handlome front; —there are many 
large halls and warehouſes worth looking 
Into, to ſee the method, regularity, ec.— The 
Jeſuits?

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To Bruſſels, within three miles of Aloft is 
the large abbey of Aellegem —. conſiſting of 
twenty-eight Dominicans ;—Their fituation is 
very comfortable, having a handſome pro- 


viſion, and noble apartments, beſides a moſt 
fertile and pleaſant country. — Theſe gen- 


try are very polite and bountiful to. all vi-

In your way from hence to Bruſſels, — 
you will have a fine view of a large old 
caſtle, in which the Duke of Cumberland 
encamped. — The country 1s exceeding plea- 
fant, particularly when paſt thro* a village 
within fix miles of Bru/e!s. — Villevoorden Caſt- 
le, etc. look very romantic and pretty.-— 
As you go by the ſide of the canal, on the 
left of which is a fine hilly country, with 
ſeveral Chateaus and Gardens, particularly 
a very magnificent one, belonging to L*En- 
teur, the famous actot at Bruſſels ; —and on 

| your 
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your right are many villas, and taverns, with 
pleaſant walks, fountains, ezc. the whole of 
the way to the courſe, or road, which leads 
into Bruſſels, and is a long avenue with ſeve- 
ral rows of fine trees. — Here the quality, ec. 
parade in coaches, and on foot, every aſter- 
noon. — There are alſo two roads thro? ave- 
nues of trees, cloſe to the canal. — The town 
at the end looks very noble, and the envi 
rons are very agreeable. 


Having conducted you the land-way to 
Bruſſels, I muſt now think of deſcribing that 
by land and water. | 

You go in a coach thro? a moſt agreeable 
and ſurpriſingly rich cultivated country, and 
ſtraight road; on which you ſee the ſteeples 
of both towns to Blome, trom whence Y/le- 
brook looks very pictureſque. — The view up

Having mounted the hill to Caſel, you will

From one of which you will ſee Oftend, and 
the Ships at ſea; between which, a vaſt tract 
of country : — From another ſpot; St. Omers, 
Aire, &c. afford a pleaſing proſpect. — a

Through Chaud Fountaine, or, the Hot Baths

tlock, with this advantage, that the river is 
more navigable, and ſeveral chateaus and 
villas on the banks. The road thither very 
pleaſant, part of the way by the fide of the 
river, on which boats continually paſs.—The 
country 1s exceeding fine. 

Chaud Fountaine is ſituated between two 
mountains, on which are hanging woods ; — 
with this fine river runing through. — Here 
are curious iron forges ſupplied by water 
from the mountains; — bellows blow the fire, 
and a machine to form the iron ;—which, as 
well as lead and marble there are many mi- 
nes. —You aſcend the mountain behind this 
place, and have a moſt pleaſing view through 
a tine valley to Liege. — The river, chateaus, 
etc. conſpire to make a beautiful proſpect. — 
Paſs over a long heath to a very good and 
pleaſant road, not unlike that from Marlock to 
Bakewell ; — between mountains of hanging 
woods, and by the ſide of a river on which 
are ſeveral pretty villas.

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Is not a very large place; conſiſts chiefly of 
one high ſtreet, and a back ſtreet, which are 
rather narrow ; and but very tolerable bou- 
ſes, chiefly for lodgers : — As this place is 
filled with perſons who live entirely by ſtran- 
gers coming there, either for their health, 
pleaſure, or profit. 
Would adviſe you to go to the Cour de 
Londres, kept by one Ogilvie, where, if you 
don't make any long ſtay, would adviſeyou 
to lodge for the conveniency of getting your 
meals; as lodging is very dear, and you will 
be obliged to ſeek your diet abroad, which 
is attended with many inconvenienct2s. — If 
you make any ſtay, it will be adviſeable for 
you to make an acquaintance with Mr. 
Defoer the bookſeller, who is very intelligent 
in the cuſtoms at Spa, and who will furnish you 
with the account of that place ; but as your 
ſtay may be but short, I shall hint a few 
places in the town, and environs, worthy 
your attention. —There are two ſmall walks, 
called, The Four and Seven o'Clock walks, 
being much frequented at thoſe hours. Alſo 
a very pleaſant walk up the hill, over the 
town, from whence you have ſeveral views 
of the town and country, and is much uſed 
in cloſe weather for the fake of getting air.

From hence you will walk up to the old 
caſtle, and to the Con ver: of Capuchins; — 


from which places you have ſeveral pleaſing 


proſpects;— the town; — the river Meu/e, 
Skirted with hanging woods, and continually 
winding; — on the Mee is an extraordinary 
Iſland, made, they ſay, by men's hands. — 
Over the river is a noble ſtone bridge, from 
the top of which, it is ſaid, Monſieur d Auver- 
querque leap'd with his horſe into the river, to 
convince a Lady of his love. 

Having now done here, I shall adviſe you 
to return to Aix, in order to go to Duſſeldorf, 
rather than go from Maeſtrick, as the road is 
much better.

From Aix, you go thro? a fine avenue and 
road, for about a league, to an indifferent 
country, but it improves about Fulters, a ſmall 
well built town, and to which you paſs over 
a moſt remarkable bridge, for the curious 
work in the iron ornaments.— The fortifica- 
tions are ſtrong, and kept in good order. — 
The country looks better, and more fertile 
near Fuerte, which is but a- poor place; the 
people wear a wild countenance, particularly 
the females, who have a very dark appea-

grand organ, — In a tomb, are the bodies 
of thre wiſe men or kings, buried in a cha- 
or behind the choir.

world, and that their bodies came from Con/-_ 
tantinople; — called Gaſpar, Melchior, and Baltha- 
zar; the credulous receive great pleaſure in 
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having their beads rubbed againſt their ſculls, 
which are exhibited to view.

Their trealure is beyond deſcription for 
richneſs and curioſities. —The league between 
the Pope, Triers, and Pologne, is kept here.

— This, as well as the other 
Palaces are ſtrong proofs of the great taſte in 
buildings and furniture of the late Elector, 
which his ſucceſſor does not ſeem to enjoy.— 
On your return to Bonn the view of town, 
Rhine, and country, is very pleaſing. 


Near Bonn is a little cabin, or private re- 
treat, by the water: ſide, called Veri Domini,— 
in which there is a table that riſes and falls, 
and is ſerved without attendance.

is ſurpriſing, when you conhder the great 
diſtance from the ſea, being almoſt as wide 
as at Grave/end, though ſome hundred miles 
from the ſea. On leaving Bonn you will ob- 
ſerve the fine appearance it cuts, from buil- 
dings; — ſize of palace, &c. Paſs by the Seven 
Mountains, and have the curioſity to mount 
the higheſt: —Pleaſfant walk thro' vineyards;

— there are four gates, of Ceres, Venus, Bac- 
chus, and Mars; — near the laſt, at the top of 
this walk are the remains of Roman antiqui- 
ties; ſome curious pillars and doors, but now 

partly 
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partly cloſed up; — Place Louis XV. is a neat 
pretty ſquare ; — his figure in the middle, with 
two fine ſtatues, etc. at his feet. 


CATHEDRAL, 


Which is indeed a noble building; — the 
front ſurpriſing ; three large porticoes; the 
lightneſs of pillars within, and fine painted 
windows ! — elegant choir, ſurrounded with 
iron gates; —neat little chapels; — number 
of ſtatues round the outſide, repreſenting the 
hiſtory of the Old and New Teſtament, Sc. 

The Kings of France were formerly anoin- 
ted here.—Angel in form of a dove deſcends 
from heaven, with a cup of oil in his bill, which 
he offers to St. Remi, to conſecrate Louis the 


_ young.—Behind the altar, in a rich ornamen- 


ted casket, are depoſited ſeveral curioſities 
uſed at the ceremony of conſecrating the 


Kings, etc. 
St. NICAISSE. 


The front light, and wide; a pretty portal; 
—altar handſome, iron-gates round; curious 


painted windows, particularly a roſe, and 


curious flowers carved on pillars; — marble 
pavement of four colours. Some tolerable 
painting.—Two tombs of General Scovin, Sts. 
Nicaiſſe and Vif@oire; — pieces of antiquity ; 
a large pillar on outſide, which shakes on

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ST. KK EMILY 


A fine picture of our Saviour's? being taken 
from the croſs, by Paul Yerone/e; — the old 
man's head and drapery fine,—A Tomb whe- 
rein is the St. Ampoulle, &c. very rich and hand- 
ſome.—An old painting of the coronation of 
toe Kings of France; — the branch for candles 
very curious; as alſo a ſtand. Some remark- 
able pavements, in the true moſaic ſtile, by 
the Romans —Near the Univerſity, are two 
modern pillars erected, where an old gate 
{tood ; peace being made there between that 
town and the Romans. — The town airy, and 
ſome good buildings; —ramparts very plea- 
ſant.—Grand triumphal arch, near the gate 
of Mars. — Three Arcades of the Corinthian 
order; in one is Romulus and Remus, with the 
wolf, shepherd, c:c.—In another, Leda embra- 
ced by Fupiter, the third, a woman with plen- 
ty ; four children repreſent the Seaſons, and 
twelve others the Months; theſe are ſuppo- 
ſed to be done in honor of Fulius Ce/ar.— On 
the outſide of the wall are fix pillars, and 
two gate-ways. 

On leaving Rheims, you croſs the river 
Layne at Berri au bac. This river divides 
Champagne from Picardy, and falls into the 
Seine, at or near Paris. — Agreeable country 
about this town.—A bout tour miles beyond 
Corbery; a fine extenſive view of country 
round.—You ſee Rheims;—fine valley, fome 
villages, and good houſes to the leſt. About 
two leagucs from Laon, you ſee that town

on an immenſe mountain in the middle of a 
plain, which, on approaching, is oy rand 
indeed. An old ruinated parochial building, 
looks noble. -The town makes a romantic 
appearance on ſuch a mountain. - between 
Laon and La Ferre, you paſs thro* a moſt ru- 
ral country.—The town and church of St. 
Quintin, on a riſing ground, looks very pretty 
and pictureſque; the country not pleaſing, 
till near Cambray, the churches of which you 
fee on a hill, at the end of an avenue from 
Bon Avis. Pretty country to the left of Bir 
a blanch, to Douay, which looks large and hand- 
ſome. —Throuh Lens, which is a large town, 
and ſuffered much by wars.—Country about

Thro' Air to St. Omers, the town, churches,
